SANCTIFICATION AND INBRED SIN 





S. W. Latimer 


The root word in the Old Testament , 
is kadhash; in the New Testament 
hagiazo. It is found but ten times in: 
the New. The root word no..d above 
appears in a group of important words 
which are very frequent. These words 
aie holy, hallowed, holiness, consecrat- 
ed and sanctiiication. Sanctification ig 
a definite work of grace, wrought in 
the heart by the Holy Ghost, subject 
to regeneratton. Ii 1s -eferred to by 
Paul as crucifixion and eradication 
of the old man. 

The term “inbred is an abbrevia- 
tion of “inbreed or inborn,” so that 
the term “inbred sin” has for cen- 
turies been used as denoting that 
amount and quality of moral corrup- 
tion which has come down from Adam 
and Eve into the souls of all their 
posterity. The term “inbred sin” ig 
used to distinguish the form and 
quantity of hereditary evil, from the 
form and degree of actual sins. The 
Bible defines actual sins, thus, Any 
transgression of the law of God is sin. 
1 John 3:4. But the same inspired 
penman goes behind the action, and 
defines inbred sin thus, “All unright- 
eousness is sin.” 1 John 5:17 Let us 


look at the scriptural characteristics P 


of inbred sin. 

As to its age. It is that corruption 
of human nature which is as old as 
mankind. Actual sin can only be as 
old as the individual committing it, 
but inbred sin, so far as the moral 
virus is concerned, is as Old as 
Adam. Hence, it is emphatically term- 
ed by the Hoiy Ghost, the “old man”. 
But the Spirit designates it as “our 
old man”, Rom. 6:6. That is, it is that 
portion of the impure nature of Adam 
which is transmissible, and which re- 
sides naturally in every individual 
heart, until extirpated by sanctifica 
tion. David speats of this “inbred 
sin”: “Behold, I was shapen in ini- 
quity; and in sin did my mother con- 
ceive me.” Psa, 51:5. And he clearly 
discriminates between this “inborn” 
evil and his own personal committed 
sins. With reference to his own per- 
sonal sins, he prays, “blot out my 
transgressions;” but with reference 
to his inborn evil which has come 
down the ages, he says, that when it 
is removed he will have hidden purity 
and “be whiter than snow”. 

It is again denominated the “old 





leaven”. “Purge out, therefore, the old 
leaven.” 1 Cor. 5:7. So that “inbre J | 
sin” is our individual patrimony in| 
the estate of our first parents.! 
Though we personally are only a few | 
years old, the moral property we in-! 
herit is six thousand years old. 


As to the quality of inbred sin. The! 


Scriptures throughout teach us that 
the quality and kind of inbred sin is | 
about the same in every one born or} 
Adam. The amount of sin displayed ! 
and committed, No two persons may 
be the samé, but as to inherited sin | 
the Bible proclaims that a uniform} 
kind of evil in every child of man.; 
“And God saw the wickedness of mau,! 
that, every imagination ot the | 
thoughts of his heart was only evil | 
continually.” Gen. 6:5. It does not say , 
“of men,” but “of man” looking at | 
the race as a unit, they each and all 
share and share alike, in the oneness 
of depravily. The Hebrew word for 
“imagination” here not only signifies 
the activity of the imagination, but 
the latent, inherent proneness of th- 
heart which is originally the same, 
other things being equal, in every 
child whether Abel or Cain, John or 
Nero. In this same chapter it says that 
“Noah was a perfect man.” He had 
as much inbred sin as the rest, to 
start with, but he yielded to God and 
turned his inbred evil over to the 
power of God, 

“Behold the Lamb of God, that 
taketh away the sin of the, world.” 
John 1:29. It does not say sins of the 
world, but emphatically “the sin of the 
world”. It may be that no two pér- 
sons have ever committed the same 
number and kind of sins. The actual! 
sins of the world are utterably innum- 





erable and diverse in degree and hue, 
but the hereditary old man, the inb. ed 
sin of the wwu.td, is ihe same in all 
generations. So that Jesus has not 
only a provision for blotting out the 
acts of the worid, but, glory to His 
hame, has a provision to root out 
every sprout of indwelling sin from 
mankind. 

As to the unity of inbred sin. Every 
act of committed sin may differ from 
every other actual sin; actual sins 
may so differ that one kind may seem 
to prevent another kind; but all 
spring from one seed of sin, deep 
down in the heart. Inbred sin is a 
unit of moral evil. If you have an) 
sin whatever in your heart, of an: 
kind or degree, you have the seed o: 
all sins in you. If this truth wounds 
your feelings it is a demonstrat on 
that pride remains in your heart, and 
if you have any pride in your heart 
it is but a sprout from the seed of in 
herited sin, and proves that ysu have 
lurking in your heart the ge:m_ of 
every form of sin. Many religionists 
and even preachers will stoutly deny 
this, but such denial only proves them 
ignorant both of the Scriptures and 
a true experience in holiness. 

Let God speak as to the unity of 
depravity: “Lest there should be 
among you man or woman whose 
heart turneth away this day from the 
Lord our God; lest tkere should be 
among you a root that beareth gail 
and wormwood.” Deut, 29:18. Here 
God declares that the root of sin has 
its existence in the unsanctified nearts 
of individual men and women among 
Hus own people, and though “gail and 
wormwood” represent different fo:ms 
of actual sin, yet they all sprout trom 
the evil unit of inbred sin. Agree- 
able to this old text, the Holy Ghost 
again repeats it in later ages. “Lest 
any root of bitterness springing up 
troudle you, and many be defiled.” 
Heb. 12:15. Here we see plainly taught 
that the single root of depravity in 
the iivarl may so sprout and spread 
as to produce multiplied defilements, 
provibg that if Mere De any kind of 
impurity in the heart, there is the 
germ of every kina of impurity. Paul 
calls it the “body of sin’, Rom. 6:6. 
Paw aiso calls it the “body of s:ns 
of the flesh’, Col. 2:11. Here we see 
that «li the manifested sins of the 
flesh, which are in the plural nui«ber, 
proceed from the inward body of in- 
bred sin which is put in the s.ngular. 
And .n all these pusSages we v2 that 
actual, ¢:-mmitted sims are gut iu ihe 
plural, while inherited sin, the “root” 
o! sin, the “body” of sin, is always put 
in the singular number. The Holy 
Ghost did not blunaer in His grammat. 


“Put off the old man with bis deeds.” 


Co.. 56:9. Here the “old man is 
the singular, referring to the self- 
nature, the unit priuciple of heredi- 
tary sin, but “his deeds” are in the 
vlural, referring to the variety of sin- 


; ful tempers, thoughts, words and acts 


springing from the unit seed of sin in 
the heart. If you feel down in your 
heart the uprising of resentment, re- 


| taliation, illwiil, anger, pride, ambi- 


tion, love of distinction, 
wishes, murmuring, love of money, 
etc., though you may conceal them, 
yet if you have such as these in your 
hidden heart, then you need a pure 
heart, for they are one and all the 
various sproutings from the deep in- 
bred sin in the soul, 

As to our accountability for it. We 
are not responsible for the existence 
of inbred, sin, but we are responsible 
for taking the remedy by which it can 
be removed. “If I had not come and 
spoken unto them, they had not had 
sin; but now they have no cloak for 
their sin.” John 15:22. He does not 
say sins, but sin, including the inher- 
ent body of sin, If Jesus had not re- 
vealed a remedy for our depravity, we 
would not be accountable for it, as 
our will had nothing to do with its 
origin and transmission, but when 
Jesus reveals to us.a fountain of all- 
cleansing blood for both actual and 
hereditary sin, then we are account-

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OUR TRIP TO THE 
WEST 


From West Palm Beach, 
Fla. to Baldwin 
Park, Calif.

We will write a brief account of 
our trip from W. Palm Beach, Fla. to 
Baldwin Park, Calif. via Cleveland, 
Tenn. to attend ihe 23d Annual As- 
sembly of the Churches of God which 
convened Oct. 22nd.—28th, 1928. 


Soon alter the September storm, we 





; bezun to make ready to attend the 


Awsembly, We arrived in Cleveland in 
time for the Assembly and remained 
there until Monday after the Assem- 
bly, when we were joined by Brothers 
W. 8S. Jackson and J. R. Dodson. With 
small tent, camping outfit and 
our house car we proceeded on our 
journey with 2600 miles still to cover. 
We reached our destination in the far 
Southwest Monday, Nov. 26th 


On this quite interesting trip we 
had many varied experiences and saw 
many things and places of interest. 
Space will not allow us a complete 
history (Some we would not care to 
make known), so we will just mention 
a few things after leaving Cleveland. 
We had some car trouble every day 
and eight days of the time we made 
less than 100 miles a day. We travel- 
led slowly. Our first mountain top ex- 
perience was at Mont Eagle in the 
Cumberland Mountains. We spent one 
night there, then on to Nashville 
where we spent a few hours. Very 
good time was made until we came 
near Memphis. where we spent one 
night. Next morning we had_ three 
flats, but after investigation, only one 
tire was damaged, which we soon re- 
placed by a new one when we landed 
at Sears Roebuck’s place of business 
in Memphis. We were delayed sever- 
al hours (most all day) here on ac- 
count of the heavy traffic and each 
waiting to take their turn to get over 
the Mississippi River in freight boats, 
ferries, or any way they could. The 
bridge burned a few days previous 
and hundreds of cars were waiting on 
each side. We finally had our outfit 
Placed on a big frieghter with eigh- 
teen other cars. We paid our toll of 
$2.00 and were soon on our way re- 
joicing. 

We were then Arkansas travelers: 
We saw many signs of the teirible 
flood of the Mississippi a few months 
Previous. We spent some time in Lit- 
tle Rock, also Hot Springs; saw a 
few of the hot springs and drank 
some of the hot water. We saw crip- 
ples, consumptives and in fact many 
sufferers from various ailments and 
habits who were there to bathe their 
troubles away. We felt like preaching 
Jesus to them. 

We entered the large state of Texas 
at Texarkana and spent the night 
there. The state being so large (al- 
most 900 miles to the New Mexico 
line north of El Paso) and having the 
most of our car trouble along here, 
we were one week in the state.

We 
were near Rio Grand river many times 
and could see over in Mexico, but 
thought best not to waste time and 
money to g over for booze abounds 
and bull fights is their great sport 
and neither interested us. 

Can’t say much for New Mexico and 
Arizona for we were still in the des- 
ert and remained until we Came with- 
in about seventy-five miles of our 
stop. We never saw a pine tree from 
Arkansas until we landed here. Wow 
for California, our first sight was the 
sand mountains. 1 say sand and dust, 
no dirt, mot a rock Not a twig of any- 
thing growing for miles and the moun- 
tains were several thousand feet 
above sea level, very bright when the 
sun shines, but when the wind b'ows 
you almost stifle and sometimes when 
the wind gets heavy you can’t drive 
through as the sand and dust  ob- 
secures your vision. A good highway 
winds through this. 

We then came int» the Imperial 
Valley. The Salt Sea is in this valle 
which is several miles long. It is said 
that this was Once the head of the 
Gulf of California and it must be true 
for you can plainly see the cold water- 
marks aiong the rocks and mountain- 
sides. We were below sea level here 
We then began to ascend our last 
mountains, many oi which were snow 
capped.

{ Puprifier. To this agrees the Scripture 
| which says, “To him that knoweth to 
do good and doeth it not, to him it 
is sin.” James 4:17. To him that knowg 
where to find purity from inbred sin 
and does not accept it, to him it is 
sin. It is sanctioning inbred sin to re- 
ject sanctification. Inbred sin is as 
old as mankind, actual sin is as old 
as the free-will that commits it; in- 
bred sin is the same throughout the 
world, actual sin is never the same 
in two persons; inbred sin is a unit in 
the heart, actual sin has infinite di- 
ve'sity; for actual sin we must have a 
full, free justification; for inbred sin 
we must have a free and full sancti- 
fication. 

There are so many different opin- 
ions aS to a definite experience of 
sanctification that I feel that possibly 
this will be a help to many of our 
earnest seekers after the truth. Our 
actual experience teaches us that we 
can be justified by faith, thereby be- 
coming a child of God, and yet that 
inborn, or inbred sin principle re- 
mains until the sanctifying blood is 
applied by the Holy Ghost. Then we 
are ready for tho indwelling Spirit.
